Diſcharging Correſpondence and Commerce with France. 


Er ILLIAM by the Grace of God, King of Great-Britain, France 
MN 47/2 and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, To 


; . Macers of Our Privy 
Council, Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in that part 


conjunly and ſeverally, ſpecially Conſtitute ; Greeting, For= 
asmuch as, albeit the Correſponding and keeping Commerce with our Ene- 
mics, againſt whom we are now In a State of War, is Diſcharged by ſeveral 
Laws and Adts of Parliament under the pain of Treaſon, and particularly 
by the eight Act of the third Selſion ofthis Our Current Parliament, all our 
Subjects are expreſly Diſcharged to go tothe Kingdom of France, or any 
of the Dominions ſubje&to the French King, after the firſt Day of Fuve one 
thouſand fix hundred and ninety three years, or being already in the faid 
Kingdom of France, or Countries foreſatd to ſtay or abide therein after the firſt 
day of CAvugsit in the ſaid year, without expreis Leave from Us, orthe Lords 
of Our Privy Council, under the painof Treaſonz yer ſundrie of Our Sub- 
jeQs preſume to have Commerce, and tc Correſpond and keep Incelligence 
with Perſons Reſiding in the ſaid Kingdom of Fyence, now in a State of War 
with Us, or Domimions thereto belonging, without Authority forefaid * 
Therefore, and to the effect, Our Subjeas may know their Danger in the 
Premiſſes, if ehey fhall for hefeafter Tranſgreſs in manner foreſaid; We 
with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, do ftrialy Prohibit and 
Diſcharge all and every one of Our Subjeas within this Our Antient King- 
dom to Correſpond, keep Intelligence, or have any Commerce whatſomever 
with the faid Kingdom of France,or Perſons Refiding within the ſame,or Domi- 
nions belonging to the French King, without Authority fore'aid, under the Pain 
of bring Puniſhedas Correſponders;with Declared Traitours,to the outmoſt Ris 
gor , Declaring hereby that this ſhall be without Prejudice of any former As 
made againit Trealon, or Treaſonable Correſpondencies, or the Puniſhment of 
ſuch as have already incurred the Pains thereof, Our Wil Is Herefore, and 
We Charge you ſtrily, and Command, that incontinent, thir Our Letters 
ſcen, ye paſs tothe Mercat Croſs of Edinburgb, and remanent Mercat Crof- 
ſes of the Head-burghs of the ſeveral Shires and Stewartries within this Our 
Kingdom; and there in Our Name and Authority by open Proclamation, 
make Intimation hereof, that none may pretend {gnorance,
